Fig. 4 is a section view showing the structure of an 
embodiment of the invention. An integrated circuit element 
5 is connected to a pedestal 1. Electrodes are connected to 
an inner lead portion 2 via metal thin wires 6. The lead 
portion is formed so as to be exposed from a mold 7 through 
an external bottom face, in a position of an external lead 
portion 3. The lead portion is bent in the vicinity of the 
tip end which is to be connected to the metal thin wires 6, 
configured so that the connecting portion and the pedestal 1 
are positioned so as to be higher than the bottom face, and 
formed so that a resin of the mold is interposed also 
between the pedestal 1 and the bottom face. 

According to this structure, an integrated circuit 
device having a structure in which the rear face of the 
pedestal 1 is not exposed to the outside, which is 
mechanically stiffened, and in which there is no fear of 
ingress of moisture or the like is obtained. 
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
